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Ie the most prominent cause ofthis decrease; but to some extent, it is 
_ due to the fact that a portion of the area irrigated by these canals is omitted 
_ from the returns. The reason of this is explained in paragtaphs 68-71 of tho 
fEngineer’snote. On the other hand, the increase in the area irrigated on 

the Orissa Canals is the most satisfactory feature in the operations of the year. 

It shows that the opposition to irrigation in this province; which was so marked 
‘in the year 1888-84, has subsided. There seems to be every probability that 
the area irrigated in Orissa will ina short time rise to the standard which-was 

obtained in 1882, when 70 per cent. of the entire area provided with distribttaries 

was irrigated. This favourable result may in some measure be attributed to the 

“enquiries of the Commission appointed to examine the working of the Orissa 
Canal system, and the changes introduced upon their report. It is, however, 

necessary to point out that the figures given above for the Orissa Canals are 

not strictly comparable, and that the actual increasé in the area irrigated is 

‘somewhat less than these figures show. This is explained in paragraph 14 of 
the Ohief Engineer’s note. The steady increase in the area held under long 

leases on all the canals is a satisfactory indication that the fluctuations in 

irrigation, which were noticeable in former years, ure likely to be less marked 

in future.

5. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction that, notwithstandi 
the falling off in the receipts from hoisting charges from the abnormally hi 
figure of Rs. 82,423 in 1884-85 to Rs. 44,183 in the past year, and a further 
decrease in the receipts from overtime fees, the gross income from the jetties 
was Rs, 13,718 in excess of that of the previous year. ‘I’his was due to an 
increase in the receipts on account of voods landed and shipped, and in ware- 
house rent. Overtime fees decreased owing to the discontinuance of night-work 
at the jetties, except in urgent cases, The increase of expenditure during the 
year is said to be due to the landing, shipping, and warehousing of an increased 
quantity of goods. The net revenue of the jetties was Rs, 4,873 in advance 
of that of the previous year, This is satisfactory, considering that.aceommo- 
dation was provided for Government vessels at Nos. 1, 5, 6 and 8 jetties for

then under construction, The increase in the charges was caused by the com- 
pletion of the new 100-ton barge, the cost of the crew and the working expenses 
of which are met from the earnings of the erane.

In Bengal, during Sir Ashley Eden’s Government, an annual examination was instituted 
for the puso of conferring titles on Sanskrit students who proved themselves worthy of 
them. A fow prizes and scholarships also were founded in connection with this examination, 
‘The annual cost of this examination has been only Its. 1,700. The & diture of this smx!] 
rum of money hns had some offoct in encouraging the ‘cultivation of Sanskrit learning ix 
this country. Some of the native nobility and gentry liberally came forward to help the 
movement thus set on foot by Government by making endowments for rewards and scholar- 
ships. ‘This is a’hopeful sign that it is possible for Goteenment to prevent Sanskrit learning 
from languishing to death i its native home, at least for a long time to come, by extending to 
it a little more help and encouragement. Some pecuniary aid given to the better class of sols, 
indigenous Sanskrit schools, under the existing grant-in-aid system, with slight modifica- 
tions, and a provision made for their due inspection by Government, would go a way 
in this direction. An annual ¢: liture of, say, Rs. 12,000 in grants-in-aid and 8,000, 
for in: ion, or Rs 15,000 in all, would do for Bengal for the present. Much good also 
would be done if erudite pundits had their worth recognized by Government by having suit 
able titles, like Pundit Bahadur, conferred on them. ‘his very recognition by Government 
would raise their position in xeer and might induce the richer classes of people to reward, 
in a more substantial way, men whom Goverament thought it worth while to honour.

Something is 
still paid to the pundits on the occasion of marriages, , and puja but their moans of 
subsistence have been much. straitened, the number of pupils has decrease’, and evon 
education given in the /o/: has deteriorated. Very few toly are now supported by religious 
endowments, In these circumstances, the Inspector believes that Goyernment aid would be 
welcomed by the pundits. Littl, however, could be done, exeopt by way of Soa So and, 
as an earnest of more liberal help hereafter, by an annual -expenditure limited to Rs. 12,000. 
‘At the rate of Rs, 5 a month this would afford aid to only 200 dole, while he estimates the total 
number in Bengal, Behar, and Orissa at something like 2,500.

aociety. He is not prepared to express a definite opiniun as to the proposed title of Pundit 
Bohadoor, In consequence of social changes that;hgve taken*place in Bengal, a Brahman 
devotii his life to Sanskrit: literature and philosophy is now rarely found. If the 
hestowal of the title were likely to create such a class, he would jially support the 
proposal; but he would not ‘recommend the grant of such distinetions for the sole purpose 
of enabling their holders ta got more substantial gratuities from the people. ‘ 

Mr Bellet, nspector of the Rajshahyo Circle, regarding the fo’ as institutions in 

which thestudy of Sanskrit, decaying. eisewhere, is carried on with® some thoroughness, 
is in favour of their receiving aid from Government.
